The Metropolitan Police De- 
partment last night arrested 
two ultranationalists in con- 
nection, with the assassination 
of Socialist Chairman Inejiro 
Asanuma last week. 


They were Susumu Fukuda, 
32, head of the Anti-Communist 
Volunteer Corps, and Noritoshi 
Yoshimura, 32, chaiman of the 
All-Asia Anti-Commurist Lea- 
gue. 

Police aiso searched Fukuda’s 
home at Denenchofu, Ota-ku, the 
headquarters of his organiza- 
tion adjoining his home, and 
the room of Toshio Nakado, 26, 
representative of the league. 


The arrest was made by the 
MPD special investigation head- 
quarters set up expressly to 
probe the assassination of the 
late Socialist leader by Otoya 
Yamaguchi, a 17-year-old ultra- 
nationalist and member of the 
league. 


Fukuda and Yoshimura were 
arrested officially on suspicion 
of extortion, but it was believ- 
ed that police had obtained sub- 
stantial evidence showing the 
relationship between them and 
the assassination. Yamaguchi 
had close connections with the 
two ultranationalists.

French Government Bans 
‘Peace in Algeria’ Rally 


PARIS (UPI)—The French 
Government Thursday banned a 
massive student and worker 
“peace in Algeria” demonstra- 
tion planned for Oct: 27. 

The Paris prefect of police an- 
nounced the ban as many of the 
nation’s largest youth and labor 
groups planned a huge parade 
protesting President Charles de 
Gaulle’s Algerian policy. 

The ban came during a new 
outbreak of violent criticism of 
the De Gaulle regime and its 
steamroller tactics in the 
French Parliament, 

France's largest student or- 
ganization, the National Union 
of French Students, originally 
called for a nationwide “day of 
action” demanding a negotiated 
peace after six years of war in 
Algeria. Parades and speeches 
were scheduled in other centers, 
but the Paris demonstration 
was to be the largest.

In an apparent reference to 
his failure to marshal much 
support from the neutralist 
countries during his desk-bang- 
ing appearances at the General 
Assembly, the Soviet Premier 
said it is only a “temporary 
thing that neutralist countries 
sometimes echo the chorus of 
imperialist countries.”

“The imperialist powers,” 
said Khrushchev, “have also lost 
their superiority militarily, al- 
though their ruling circles are 
still under the delusion that 
they retain it.” 

Khrushchev disclaimed any 
blame on the part of the Soviet 
Union for the deterioriation of 
its relations with the United 
States. 

“We are confident,” he said, 


>i“that the time will come when 


the relations between our 
states, between our govern- 
ments, will improve.” 

Khrushchev suggested that 
participation by chiefs of state 
or government leaders in the 
General Assembly's work 
should become standard proce 
dure. 

Declaring an extraordinary 
session should be held next

THE HAGUE (UPI)—The 
Netherlands will grant independ- 
ence to Dutch New Guinea be- 
fore 1970 and will withdraw 
sooner if the native population 
insists, according to reports ar , 
riving here Wednesday from 
Hollandia, capital of Dutch New 
Guinea. 

The statement was made by 
Home Affairs Minister Edzo H. 
Toxopeus during talks with ‘Pa- 
puan political leaders, the re- 
ports said. 

Meanwhile, the Netherlands 
Government is studying a pro- 
posaf closely connected with 
Malayan Premier Tengku ’ Ab- 
dul Rahman's mediation at- 
tempt, well-informed sources in 
The Hague stated. 


This proposal envisages a 
meeting of delegations from In- 
denesia, The Netherlands and 
New Guinea under United Na- 
tions auspices to discuss the re- 
quirements for settling the 
Dutch-Indonesia dispute over 
the area. The Netherlands is 
willing to join such a meeting 
provided international guaran- 
tees can be given that Indonesia 
will respect the future self- 
determination and independence 
of the territory.

A Nation Can't Continue 
To Grow by Itself: Sarnoff 


David Sarnoff, chairman of 
the board, Radio Corporation of 
America, stated yesterday that 
no country could continue to 
grow and satisfy the “awaken- 
ing aspirations of its people 
simply on the strength of its 
own resources,” since Industrial- 
ized nations such as Japan and 
the United States depend heavi- 
ly upon less<ieveloped coun- 
tries for raw materials. 


Sarnoff was a guest speaker 
at a luncheon meeting sponsor- 
ed by the Federation of Econ- 
amic Organizations in coopera- 
tion with the America-Japan 
Society and the American 
Chamber of Commerce in Japan 
at the Imperial Hotel yesterday. 
More than 300 American and 
Japanese businessmen and gov- 
ernment officials attended the 
luncheon. 


“We see this growing inter- 
dependence of nations,” Sarnoff 
said, “exemplified in many areas 
of human endeavor, but no- 
where with more ciarity than 
in science and economic affairs.” 

The RCA executive described 


' electronics as “a mosaic,” quot- 


ing an ¢€xpression.used by Dr. 
Selman Waksman, the Nobel 
Prize-winning micrchbiologist, as 
saying that great scientific 
achievements are “like a beauti- 
ful mosaic made up of many 
stones, or like a marvelous sym- 
phony to which many miusic- 
ians.contribute their share, but 
no ohe of which constitutes the 
1..08@ie or the symphony itself.” 


Sarnoff praised Japan of hav- 
ing been alerted to electronics 
developments in other countries 
and quick to benefit from in- 
formation and techniques made 
available to it. This is in the 
best tradition of scientific ex- 
change, he added.

“Yet for all its achievements, 
I believe that science has bare- 
ly arrived at its threshhold of 
achievement.

to extract that secret. 


In a second promising area, 
the RCA chairman said, the elec- 
tron microscope and electro- 
chemistry have joined with the 
microbiologist and medical re- 
searcher in a determination to 
conquer diseasebearing viruses.

-mise, he said, the man has been 
successfully probing the nature 
of the universe through rockets, 
satellites and space balloons.

Gov't Planning 
New TV Network 


The Gévernment is planning 
to introduce a new nationwide 
television network for TV view- 
ers living in remote areas who 
complain they have difficulty re- 
ceiving the present TV pro- 
grams broadcast from various 
major cities. 

The “second channel” plan 
was disclosed yesterday by Taro 
Nishizaki, director of the Postal 
Services Ministry Radio Wave 
Bureau following Postal Serv- 
ives Minister Zenko Suzuki's 
statement regarding the same 
plan before a national confer- 
ence of regional radio wave 
bureau chiefs. 

Nishizaki said the special net- 
work will be necessary to help 
distant TV viewers because 
otherwise more than 1,000 new 
TV relay stations will have to 


be built. If a very high fre- 
quency is not available for the 
'new network, the ultrahigh fre- 
"quency will be employed for the 
new project, he added.

Hearings 
Start on 
Taira Case’ 


The defense counsel pleaded 
the unconstitutionality of the 
“sedition charge” provided for 
in the Criminal Code as the 
three-day hearing of the Taira 
r.ot case opened at the Supreme, 
Court yesterday. 


The hearing was held on an 
appeal made by the defense 
against the Sendai Higher 
Court decision which reversed 
a lower court judgment and 
found the 153 defendants guilty. 

The court argument centers on 
whether fhe sedition crime sti- 
pulated in Article 106 of the 
Criminal Code is applicable to 
mass activities. - 

The result of the hearing is 
being watched closely as it is 
most likely to affect similar dis- 
turbance cases now undef ex- 
amination, such as the May Day 
and Suita cases. 

Chief defense lawyer Tetsuo 
Takezawa claimed that the peo- 


ple are entitled to protest 
against Government § suppres- 
sion. 


He demanded that the Su- 
preme Court squash the Sendai 
court decision and that all the 
deféndants be acquitted. 

Kazuo Otsuka, also on the de- 
fense panel, gave the feasons 
why the higher court decision 
was unjust. , 

The Taira riot occurred June 
30, 1949 when angered Citizens 
occupied three police stations 
in Taira, Fukushima Prefecture 
in protest against a police. order 
for removal of Communist bul- 
letin boards.

The Arabian Oil Co. yesterday 
announced the official pro- 
ducer’s marketing price of the 
company’s crude oil produced in 
the Persian Gulf as $1.42 per 
barrel (159 liters) f.o.b. Khafgi. 

The company’s decision was 
in accordance with the recent 
agreement with the Saudi Ara- 
bian and Kuwait Governments. 

The oil goes on sale next year. 

The company also christened 
the oil “Khafgi crude oil” after 
Kbafgi in the Neutral Zone be- 
tween Saudi Arabia and Kuwait, 
off the coast of which the com- 
pany's oil fields lie. 

The official quotation was 
five cents lower than that of 
Safaniya crude oil, the type 
most resembling it in quality, 
and which is sold at $1.47 per 
barrel. 

The Arabian Oil Co. immedia- 
tely notified the quotation to 
the Japanese refineries and ask- 
ed them to take the crude oil 
at that quotation. 

Meanwhile, in Kobe two old 
Japanese wartime standard 
ships, Japanese equivalent of 
the American “Liberty” ships, 
yesterday left for the Persian 
Gulf to be utilized as floating 
tanks storing crude oil of the 
Arabian Oil Co. 

The ships, chartered by the 
Arabian Oil Co., were the Zuiun 
Maru, 15.873 tons, of the Nitto 
Shosen Co., and the 15,259-ton 
Taisui Maru of the Pacific 
Transportation Co. 

Three more similar vessles In- 
cluding the Saban Maru, 15,153 
tons, of the Inui Steamship Co., 
are also. to leave Japan for the 
Persian Gulf by the end of this 
year after being remodelled for 
the purpose.

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Disarmament Debate 

The seemingly endless discussion of disarmament was 
resumed by the United Nations on Wednesday but the pro- 
ceedings offered little encouragement to those longing to be 
rid of the burden of excessive armaments and the danger 
they offer to the maintenance of peace. 

The debate took place in the Political Committee, which 
consists of all the members of the General Assembly, and 
was marked by a sharp:clash between Soviet Ambassador 
Zorin and U.S. Ambassador Wadsworth, 

Mr. Zorin went so far as to declare that the Russians 
would walk out if the United States and its allies insisted 
on pushing their latest proposals for armament ‘reductions. 
“We will not walk out of this committee in any circum- 
stances,” retorted Mr. Wadsworth. “And we will not be 
intimidated by a Soviet threat to do so.” 


This Soviet threat to walk out of any discussion of 
proposals on disarmament that do not emanate from 
Moscow, and which the Communist powers think might 
not be to their advantage, is held like a bludgeon over 
the heads of the other nations, and it is clear that, while 
thé Russians persist in taking this non possumus attitude, 
no discussion of the merits of any Western plan is possible. 
It is simply a repetition of the stand taken at Geneva 
when the 10-nation conference was brought to an end 
because Russia and the Communist bloc refused to listen 
to what were then the latest Western proposals. 

Attempts to delve into the minds of the Soviet leaders 
on this question of arms reductions fail, and may continue 
to fail, to reveal the true extent of Communist intrigues. 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev, it will be recalled, enunciated 
the idea of general and complete disarmament—whether 
in Sincerity or not it is difficult to say. Mr. Wadsworth 
is now accusing the Russians of transforming this idea 
into a slogan to be “manipulated for propaganda warfare.” 
We think it quite probable that in Moscow it is believed 
that Mr. Khrushchev’s total disarmament pronouncement 
can be used as an instrument of propaganda with the 
added thesis that it is the Western powers that are standing 
in the way of its implementation. But we cannot help 
suspecting that the complete and general disarmament 
suggestion was put forward mainly to prevent the success- 
ful adoption of a partial and progressive scheme. In 


other words, it looks as if Moscow is definitely committed 
to an “all or nothing” stand on disarmament. 


The United States is calling on the Russians to accept 
what Mr. Wadsworth termed three key principles of a 
workable disarmament program—a fair balance between 
the two sides giving neither a significant military advantage, 
adequate inspections and verification, assuring that each 
side holds to its: pledges, step-by-step progress to build 
confidence so that more extensive proposals can become 

' effective. 

It seems only common sense to suppose that disarma- 

ment must be a gradual business. The arms race has 

so long, s0 many new weapons of prodigious power 

long range have been invented, and potential military 

strategy so revolutionized, that a vast mass of detail, 

as well as an overruling desire for a reduction of arma- 
ments, is involved. 

Our own view is that, if the international political 
situation can be so corrected as to permit a beginning 
with a disarmament program to be made, this beginning 
should take the farm of reduction of stockpiles of all sorts 
of weapons, both nuclear and conventional, and a 
corresponding reduction of the number of men under 
arms or being trained to bear arms. 

Despite our horror at the thought of the use of nuclear 
weapons in modern warfare, we hardly think that these 
weapons can be placed in a special category in the matter 
of disarmament. It is unthinkable in this age that men 
should be asked to fight with out-of-date weapons. What 
is most wrong is that there should be a chance that they 
should be asked to fight at all. But that is the politician’s, 
not. the soldier’s business. And here we may remark 
that just as the Soviet leaders raise every possible objection 
to any other disarmament plan than their own so also 
do“tHey stand in the way of any settlement of such all- 
important political issues as the peaceful reunification 
of Germany. 


_ There seems little doubt that sooner or later many 
nations will have acquired the ability to build bombs 
and other nuclear weapons at a cost within their means 
and this may considerably complicate the question of 
armaments so far as it relates to this kind of warlike 
instruments. It has been suggested that the nuclear 
powers should take action now to see that the “little 
fellows” do not acquire nuclear weapons. We do not think 
this would be practicable—certainly not permanently. 

e disarmament issue bristles with difficulties; not 
- the least of which is that armaments are preparations 
for. possible war, and war is the negation of law. Not 
until the possibility of war is banished from the earth 
can.complete disarmament be established by international 
law. The free nations, by endeavoring to create a system 
of justice for all peoples and using the United Nations 
as a forum for the peaceful settlement of disputes, are 
trying to make war unthinkable. Unfortunately, there are 
ambitious ‘and deceitful men who stand in their way. 


Roundup of U.S. Press Comments 


Views of the World 


Evaluation of Khrushchev’s U.N. ‘Act Subject of Dispute 


The extraordinary meeting of 
the United Nations General As- 
sembly in New York remained 
the center of interest to the 
columnists last week. 

As Nikita Khrushchev left for 
Moscow, his achievement as the 
head of the Soviet delegation 
was the subject of some dis- 
pute. Most commentators 
thought his rude and theatrical 
antics, his attacks on Ham- 
marskjold and the structure of 
the U.N., and his transparent 
troublesmaking had done his 
cause more harm than good. 
Even to many uncommitted na- 
tions, it was held, Khrushchev 
seemed an irresponsible leader 
who eould not be expected to 
negotiate seriously for world 
detente. 

But some observers assessed 
Khrushchev’s impact quite 
differently. While he was not 
able to subvert the Secretariat 
this time, they said, he is just 
beginning his fight. He planted 
some seeds of doubt, a number 
of “neutrals” supported him, 
and some, like Nehru, failed 
to take a clear stand in sup- 
port of the present U.N. setup. 
On “Western colonialism” he 
showed himself more extreme 
than the newly independent na- 
tions, thus establishing a “vanh- 
guard” stance on the subject 
which will benefit the Soviet 


Union in many parts of the 


world. The West, it was 
charged, has failed so far to 
counterattack effectively on the 
issue of Soviet colonialism. 
And, some added, Khrushchev’'s 
performance may have been 
demagogic but his threats and 
cajolery may well have been 
more influential than President 
Eisenhower's moderation and 
dignity. 


Khrushchev’s Impact 


Erwin Canham, in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, con- 
cluded that Khrushchey’s spec- 
tacular diplomacy in ‘the As- 
sembly has worked to the dis- 
advantage of the Soviet Union. 
His clownish behavior has made 
him seem unreliable in the 
eyes of many, even among the 
neutrals. Though his bellicose 
attitude on Western “colonial- 
ism” may have had some effect, 
his attacks on Hammarskjold 
and his plan to weaken the 
Secretariat have led the new 
nations to suspect Soviet mo- 
tives. “In short, the Soviet 
leader has been a self-evident 
trouble maker in New York... 
While the urgency and neces- 
sity of negotiating with the 
Soviet Union are apparent, 
even the most ardent supporters 
of negotiation in the West can- 
not look very confidently ahead 
to such talks.” 


James Reston, in the New 
York Times, observed that 
Khrushchev, though he lost the 
first round in his fight to bend 
the U.N. to his will, is decided- 
ly not through yet. He may, 
for example, even withhold the 
Soviet share of the Secretariat's 
expense in an effort to force 
out Hammarskjold, just as he 
has refused to pay the Soviet 
share for other U.N.. operations 
he opposed. “Khrushchev is 
not the world’s ideal of a good 
loser, 4nd he can be counted on 
to use the: full economic and 

litical arsenal of communism 
Sofore he is through.” 


Roscoe Drummond, in the 
Washington Post, believed that 
Soviet prestige has been 
damaged by Khrushchev’s hur- 
ricane performance. He made 
a major effort to win support 


from the new nations on 
colonialism but he failed in his 
attack on the U.N. and was 


forced to threaten unilateral 
Soviet action outside the U.N. 
But the new and uncommitted 
nations are skeptical of Khrush- 
chev’s aims and his professions 
of friendship.

The rul- 
ing party therefore should not 
be too insistent on demanding 
inclusion of the leftists’ action 
in the resolution. The Socialist 
Party should also realize that 
the leftists’ behavior was great- 
ly responsible for the violence 
that caused the death of Asa-

Joseph Lash, in the » York 
Post, thought Mr. K’s angr¢ and 
scornful demonstrations in the 
assembly leave serious doubt 
that he means to negotiate a 
modus vivendi with the West. 
Earlier, he tried to force a 
crisis over Berlin, he disrupted 
the Paris summit, he ended the 
Geneva disarmament talks, and 
he intervened in the Congo. 
His recent belligerence in the 
assembly reinforces the belief 
that he does not really want a 
settlement. He did talk of sum- 
mits and disarmament, but: “Is 
there any indication that 
Khrushchev means by negotia- 
tion—genuine give and take~ 
an accommodation based on 
mutuality?” 


Bluff and Rebuff 


Edgar Ansel Mowrer, in the 
Boston Globe, said Khrushchev 
proved himself a master head- 
line hunter but lost more than 
he gained in New York. The 
new nations, though nonaligned 
ahd anxious to play both sides 
of the street, would not let him 
castrate the U.N. He also failed 
to turn the assembly into a 99- 
member propaganda circus on 
disarmament and to gain the 
admittance of Red China, at 
least for another year. “Nikita 
Khrushchev has during the last 
few weeks revealed himself as 
the world’s best publicity grab- 
ber. But he is not winning the 
current battle for the world.” 
His threats, moreover, to gain 
his ends by force outside the 
U.N., are so much bluff. “The 
United States is still stronger 
than the USSR...” 


Eleanor Roosevelt, in her 
syndicated column, felt that 
Khrushchev's appearance at the 
U.N. boils down to the fact 
that he does mot have a 
majority in the assembly but is 
striving to win it. He is con- 
vinced that what is good for 
the Soviet Union is good for 
the world, but the rest of the 
world did not agree. .“His real 
lack is in the power of persua- 
sion, for it is not natural to the 
dictator mentality to persuade. 
Khrushchev prefers to order, 
and you cannot order a 
majority of votes in the 
General Assembly.” 


George Sokolsky, in the New 
York Journal-American, was 
somewhat assured by the talk, 
talk, talk of Khrushchev and 
other delegates. However offen- 
sive and boorish Khrushchev's 
diplomacy may be, when men 
taik they do not fight. “So 
Khrushehev bangs desks, in- 
terrupts speakers, uses vulgar 
language. But there is no war. 
It is all like a thunderstorm 
without rain. Noise—excite- 
ment—yelling—but what hap- 
pens?

Unfortunate- 
ly. neutrals such as _ Tito, 
Sukarno, Nasser, and the “evis- 
cerated Nehru” have given 
Khrushchev important § assist- 
ance in his drive to undermige 
the U.N.’s authority. “He didn't 
expect to win it all at once, 
even if he hoped to regain 
momentum in the Congo. But 
his iong-range operation is 
aimed at the U.N. itself. And 
if he has not won the first in- 
ning, neither has he entirely 
lost it.” 


Significant Gain 


Joseph Alsop, in his syndicat- 
ed column, stated that the chief 
aim of Nikita Khrushchev mm 
the assembly was to sow fear 
among his opponents and the 
waverers. He knows, as Hitler 
did, that fear is an important 
political weapon, Mere nose 
counting on the votes in the 
U.N. is no measure of his suc- 
cess or failure. In the first 
place, he was able to force this 
singular rally into being. And 
he has managed to make a 
significant gain on the admis- 
sion of Red China to the U.N. 
With the help of this year's 
African abstainers, he has a 
good chance of winning a@ ma- 
jority next year. It is a mis- 
take to think of Eisenhower's 
moderation and dignity as being 
more effective than Khrush- 
chev's fear-inspiring antics. 


Constantine Brown, in the 
Washington Star, declared that 
the U.S. “had won a victory 
but lost the army” when the 
General Assembly, by the 
smallest margin yet, postponed 
discussion on Red China’s ad- 
mission for another year. Ten 
years ago, the free nations of 
the world had by far the great- 
in the 


Assembly. Now, with the ad- 
dition of many “still-not-adult 
countries,” the cause of Free 


China’s representation is suffer- 
ing. Red China is not entitled 
to a seat, since only “peace- 
loving” states qualify under the 
charter. But next time, when 
most of the abstainers support 
Peiping, it will be hard for the 
U.S. to escape defeat. “The 
consequences of Red China's ad- 
mission to the U.N., besides the 
moral aspect ... is that a 
crisis will occur in Taiwan 
with the possible consequence 
of weakening our strategic pb- 
sition in the West. Pacific.” 

David Lawrence, in his ¢yn- 
dicated column, foresaw a hard 
road ahead for Red China in 
its bid for a U.N. seat. Even 
if there is a majority vote in 
favor of debate the next time, 
a vote of two-thirds will then 
be necessary to seat the Peiping 
Government. And even if it 
should gain an Assembly seat, 
a US. veto in the Security 
Council could keep Red China 
from that body. It is possible 
that Peiping will gain a seat 
in the Assembly but that Tai- 
wan -would remain in the 
council.
